To  the  Urban  District  Council  of  Hoole. 

Gentlemen, — 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Report  upon  the 
Sanitary  state  of  the  District  during  the  year  1913,  and  am 
glad  to  be  able  to  again  congratulate  you  upon  its  favourable 
character. 

A. — Natural  and  Social  Conditions  of  the  District. 

The  Hoole  Urban  District  comprises,  an  an  a of  354  acres,  and  is  almost 
entirely  residential  in  character.  The  p >pulation  consists  for  tho  most  part  of 
Railway  Employee",  Nurserymen,  Clerks,  Artizans,  Shop-assistants,  C<  mmercial 
Travellers,  and  many  persons  who  during  the  day  are  commercially  or 
professionally  engaged  in  Liverpool  or  Chester. 

There  are  no  Courts,  or  Slum  areas;  Hospital  and  other  forms  of 
gratuitous  Medical  relief  are  only  used  to  a limited  extent. 

During  the  year  out-door  relief  under  the  Poor-law  was  given  to  11  men  ; 
42  women  ; and  42  children. 

B.  — Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  District. 

Water  Supply. — There  is  an  ample  supply  of  good  water,  the  whole  of  the 
district  being  supplied  by  the  Chester  Waterworks  Company. 

Rivers  and  Streams. — There  are  no  rivers  or  streams  in  the  district  that  can 
become  polluted 

Drainage  and  Scavenging The  Sewers  of  the  district  empty  into  the 
Chester  system  and  have  been  regularly  flushed,  'the  new  sewerage  work  that 
was  commenced  in  October,  1912,  has  been  completed,  and  is  reported  as 
satisfactory  by  the  Consulting  Surveyor  (with  the  exception  of  a small  defect  in 
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Charles  Street,  which  the  Council  are  pressing  the  Contractor  to  remedy).  The 
sewerage  system  throughout  the  district  has  undoubtedly  been  greatly  improved 
by  the  above  mentioned  work. 

Closet  Accommodation  — The  whole  of  the  privies  in  the  district  have  been 
converted  except  in  the  outskirts,  and  there  is  ample  accommodation.  In  Pipers 
Ash  there  are  34  privies,  and  4 pail  closets. 

Scavenging. — The  scavenging  has  been  carried  out  daily  by  men  in  the 
employ  of  the  Council.  The  streets  have  been  kept  clean,  and  have  been  well 
watered  whenever  necessary.  The 

(a) .  Midden  privies,  34  in  number  are  scavenged  monthly. 

(b ) .  Dry  Ashpits  56  (28  of  which  are  covered)  are  scavenged  weekly. 

(c) .  Pail  Closets,  4 ; weekly.

Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  District. — The  whole  district  has  been  regularly 
inspected  by  myself  and  the  Sanitary  Inspector  with  special  Quarterly  visits  to 
all  milk  shops,  dairies,  bake-houses,  fried  fish  shops,  butchers’  premises,  Ac. 
The  following  report  received  by  me  from  the  Inspector  of  Nuisances  shows  the 
number  and  nature  of  the  cases  dealt  with  by  him  during  the  year.

Notices  were  given  to  the  Managers  of  the  Westminster  Infants’  and 
Westminster  Girls’  Schools  to  fumigate  Schoolrooms  after  Measles. 
This  work  was  carried  out  by  the  Managers  under  my  supervision.

In  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  supplying  Antiseptic  Handkerchiefs, 
and  Sputum  flasks,  where  necessary,  and  also  printed  directions  as  to 
treatment. 

Workshops,  Workplaces , dc. 

The  premises  coming  under  the  Factory  and  Workshops  Act  have  been 
visited  4 times  during  the  year  and  found  satisfactory. 

I made  a caivful  inspection  of  the  District  during  the  hot  weather,  with 
reference  to  efficient  scavenging  and  removal  of  House,  Stable  ana 
other  refuse. 

Public  Schools. — The  Public  Schools  in  the  district  comprise: — The  All 
Saints  Boys’  School,  The  Westminster  Road  Girls’  and  Infants’,  and  the  Council 
School  at  the  end  of  Clare  Avenue.  The  Schools  have  been  regularly  yisited, 
and  have  been  found  in  a satisfactory  Sanitary  state.  The  Westminster  Road 
Infant  School  wras  closed  by  the  School  Medical  Officer,  Dr  Meredith  Young, 
from  April  6th.  to  May  5th,  owing  to  the  prevalence  of  Measles,  and  the  Girls’ 
School  from  April  2lst  to  May  5th. 

The  rooms  were  subsequently  fumigated  and  cleaned  down  under  the 
personal  supervision  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  by  the  Managers  at  their  own 
expense. 

The  Medical  Inspection  of  School  Children  is  carried  out  by  the  Cheshire 
County  Council,  and  Dr.  Meredith  Young  as  School  Medical  Officer  embodies 
the  result  in  a special  report. 

Food. — (a)  Milk  Supply. — The  supply  of  milk  to  the  district  has  been 
carefully  supervised  by  the  County  Council,  samples  having  been  taken  from 
time  to  time  by  their  Inspector.  The  Chief  Inspector  of  Weights  and  Measures 
reports  that  in  no  case  during  the  year  was  there  found  to  be  any  grounds  for 
complaint  as  to  its  wholesomeness.  The  Milkshops  and  Dairies  of  the  district 
wete  always  in  a satisfactory  sanitary  condition. 

(b).  Other  Foods.—  The  Butchers’  Shops,  Fried  Fish  Shops,  and  other 
places  where  food  is  exposed  for  sale  were  regularly  inspected.  The  premises 
were  always  clean,  and  in  a Sanitary  condition,  and  no  food  was  at  any  time 
found  in  an  unsound  state. 

there  are  no  Slaughter  houses  in  the  district. 
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Housing. — The  erection  of  new  houses  is  thoroughly  supervised  by  the 
Council’s  Consulting  Surveyor.  The  question  of  whether  there  is  adequate 
house  accommodation  for  the  working  classes  is  receiving  the  consideration  of 
the  Council,  but  no  action  has  as  yet  been  taken  under  tlie  Housing  of  the 
Working  Classes  Act.  At  the  census  there  were  1,224  inhabited  houses,  which 
with  the  population  of  the  Workhouse  included,  gi  es  an  average  of  4'8  persons 
per  house,  or  4'3  excluding  the  Workhouse.  Four  new  houses  were  co  npleted 
during  the  ytar,  and  two  more  have  been  in  the  co  rse  of  erection,  all  being 
carried  out  in  accordance  with  plans  approved  by  the  Council. 

Housing  and  Town  Planning  Inspection.— In  connection  with  the  Housing 
Inspection  under  the  Housing  and  Town  Planning  Act,  1S09,  the  Sanitary 
Inspector  made  inspection  of  175  Dwelling-houses.  In  96  houses  everything 
was  found  in  order  and  the  premises  in  good  condition.  Of  the  remaining 
79  houses,  informal  notices  were  served  for  defects  as  shown  below.

In  no  case  was  any  house  found  injurious  to  health,  nor  were  closing 
orders  necessary  to  be  served.  All  the  defects  remaining  in  hand  are  being 
dealt  with  by  the  owners.

Panton  rtoad  footpath  on  the  South  side,  has  also  been  completed  and 
will  be  adopted  by  the  Council.  The  extension  to  Clare  Avenue,  connecting  up 
to  Canadian  Avenue  and  Hoole  Lane,  adjoining  the  New  Council  School  for 
Hoole  and  Newton,  and  the  passage  at  the  rear  of  same,  has  been  completed  and 
lighted,  and  adopted  by  the  Council 

Park  and  Recreation  Ground. — The  Public  Park  continues  to  be  well 
patronized  bv  the  children  and  other  residents  in  the  district,  and  has  been 
kept  in  excellent  order.  A new  Bowling  Green  was  opened  in  June,  and  as 
evidence  of  the  popularity  of  the  game  I have  only  to  mention  that  no  fewer 
than  7,362  bowlers  paid  the  requisite  fee  of  two  pence  for  use  of  the  greens,  as 
against  6,015  in  1912. 

C. — Sanitary  Administration  of  the  District. 

This  is  under  the  control  of  the  Sanitary  and  Highways  Committee  of  the 
Council.  Mr.  F.  Davies,  the  Consulting  Surveyor,  supervises  the  erection  of  all 
new  buildings,  examining  the  plans,  and  satisfying  himself  and  the  Council  that 
they  comply  with  the  bye-laws  in  foice  in  the  district,  the  bye-laws  in  every 
instance  being  most  strictly  enforced.  He  also  exercises  a close  supervision 
over  all  work  done  in  connection  with  the  Sewers  of  the  district.  rJ  he  work  of 
the  Sanitary  Inspector  has  already  been  shown  in  his  Report  In  connection 
with  the  control  over  Infectious  Diseases,  he  visits  the  houses  with  me,  exami  .es 
the  premises,  tests  the  drains,  and  takes  all  the  nec  ‘ssary  particulars  connected 
with  each  case.  lie  also  personally  superintends  the  arrangements  for  the 
removal  of  patients  to  the  Isolation  Hospital,  and  fumigates  the  rooms  sub- 
sequently. He  has  proved  himself  a most  zealous  and  painstaking  officer,  and 
has  performed  all  his  duties  to  mv  entire  satisfaction.

D.  — Prevalence  and  Control  over  Infectious  Diseases. 

Apart  from  Pulmonary  and  other  forms  of  Tuberculosis,  there  were  25 
cases  of  Infectious  Disease  notified  during  the  yeai,  against  12  in  1912,  35  in  19 il 
and  92  in  1910.  Seven  of  the  twenty-five  were  cases  of  Erysipelas,  which 
occurred  in  the  Workhouse  Hospital ; of  the  remaining  18  cases,  nine  were 
Scarlet  Fever,  eight  Diphtheria,  and  one  Puerperal  Fever;  in  the  latter  instance 
the  patient  died,  and  the  bedding  was  subsequently  desti oyed.  Of  the  eight 
cases  of  Diphtheiia,  five  were  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital,  the  remaining 
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three  being  isolated  at  home.  Only  five  of  the  cases  were  of  school  age,  and  in 
no  instance  could  the  source  of  infection  be  attributed  to  School  attendance. 
Five  out  of  the  nine  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  removed  to  Hospital.  There 
has  been  no  case  of  Enteric  Fever  notified  during  the  past  two  years.  It  is  also 
interesting  to  note  that  the  last  case  of  infectious  disease  notified  as  occurring  in 
Pipers  Ash,  was  as  far  back  as  the  28th  of  March,  1910,  and  there  has  been  no 
case  of  Enteric  Fever  notified  since  the  Prevention  of  Infectious  Diseases  Act 
came  into  force.  The  houses  in  every  case  of  infectious  disease  were  duly  visited 
by  myself  in  company  with  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  sanitary  defects  were 
remedied,  and  the  premises  disinfected  with  Formalin  Vapour.  Full  directions 
were  given  in  all  cases  not  removed  to  Hospital  as  to  the  proper  method  of 
isolation,  and  the  use  of  disinfectants.  A supply  of  Antitoxin  is  kept  by  the 
Council  for  use  in  necessitous  cases,  but  advantage  was  not  tahen  of  this  in  any 
case  during  the  year.  The  only  non- notifiable  disease  at  all  prevalent  during 
the  year  was  MeaTes  in  April  and  the  early  part  of  May.  With  a view  to  the 
control  of  Infectious  Diseases  the  schools  have  been  visited  whenever  any 
notifications  were  received.  Scholars  too  have  been  frequently  examined  at  my 
surgery,  the  teachers  having  been  instructed  to  bring  all  suspicious  cases 
whether  of  notifiable  or  non-notifiable  infectious  disease,  with  the  result  that 
quite  a number  of  cases  were  detected  and  exempted  from  school.  Amongst 
those  examined  were  cases  of  Ringworm,  Chicken  Pox,  Mumps,  Measles, 
Eczema,  &c. 

Isolation  Hospital  Accommodation  — Arrangements  exist  with  the  City  of 
Chester,  by  which  in  addition  to  the  four  beds  retained  by  this  Council  in  the 
City  Isolation  Hospital  at  Sealand,  we  are  allowed  two  additional  beds  should 
occasion  require,  provided  that  in  the  opinion  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
there  shall  remain  after  admission  ample  provision  for  all  cases  received  or 
likely  to  be  received  from  the  City,  and  that  in  respect  of  such  additional  patients 
we  as  a Council  shall  pay  the  usual  maintenance  charges,  as  fixed  by  existing 
agreement,  and  in  lieu  of  any  retaining  fee,  a sum  of  ten  shillings  per  patient 
for  each  week,  or  portion  of  a week,  that  such  patient  is  in  the  Hospital.  These 
arrangements  have  been  quite  satisfactory,  no  difficulty  having  been  experienced 
in  obtaining  hospital  accommodation  for  such  of  our  cases  as  required  removal. 
The  arrangements  entered  into  by  the  Council  with  the  Manchester  University 
Public  Health  Exboratory  in  Kovember,  1912,  for  the  Bacteriological  examin- 
ation of  morbid  products  have  been  very  helpful  in  confirming  or  otherwise 
diagnoses  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  and  Diphtheria. 

Seven  specimens  of  sputum  were  examined  for  the  Tubercle  Bacillus,  and 
three  swabs  from  the  throat  for  Diphtheria.  I wish  here  to  acknowledge  the 
kindness  and  courtesy  displayed  by  Dr.  Rennet,  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for 
the  City  of  Chester,  who  has  in  times  of  emergency  examined  throat  swabs 
for  me. 

The  occurrence  of  Infectious  Disease  (whether  notifiable  or  otherwise)  in 
any  of  the  Public  Schools  is  systematically  reported  by  the  Head  Teachers. 

E. — Prevalence  of  and  Control  over  Tuberculosis. 

There  were  thirteen  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  notified  during  the 
year,  four  of  Tuberculosis  of  the  glands  of  the  neck,  and  one  of  the  hip  joint 
and  bones.  Of  the  thirteen  notified  three  died.  In  every  case  the  patient’s 
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house  was  visited  and  revisited,  full  particulars  were  obtained  and  recorded, 
verbal  advice  as  to  general  management  was  given,  and  a card  of  printed 
instructions  left.  Sputum  flasks,  paper  handkerchiefs,  and  disinfectants  were 
also  supplied.  Altogether  there  were  five  deaths  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis 
recorded  during  the  year;  in  each  case  the  rooms  were  fumigated  with  Formalin 
vapour,  and  the  bedding  and  ail  contaminated  articles  of  clothing  were  destroyed. 
Notices  also  were  served  upon  the  owners  to  strip,  lime  wash,  and  repaper  the 
walls  of  infected  rooms,  and  to  c’ean  down  the  rest  of  the  house,  all  of  which 
notices  were  complied  with.  Five  cases  received  institutional  treatment,  one  an 
adult  female,  being  admitted  to  the  Chester  Isolation  Hospital  and  ma  ntained 
there  for  a period  of  12  weeks  at  the  Council’s  expense. 

Flo  special  Sanatorium  accommodation  has  been  provided  as  yet  by  the 
Ceuncil,  inasmuch  as  this  matter  is  being  taken  up  by  the  County  Council.  The 
only  accommodation  within  the  di  trict  for  the  hospital  treatment  of  cases  is  in 
the  Chester  Union  Hospital,  where  there  are  two  wards  set  aside  for  that  purpose, 
one  for  males,  and  the  other  for  females,  and  two  day  rooms.  One  of  the 
notified  cases  an  infant  of  16  months,  was  an  inmate  for  a period  of  six  months, 
and  received  beneficial  treatment  there. 

F.— Investigation  of  other  Diseases. 

There  has  been  no  excessive  prevalence  of  other  diseases  calling  for  any 
special  investigation,  nor  have  there  been  any  influences  threatening  the  heath 
of  the  district.  1 here  has  been  no  outbreak  of  food  poisoning. 

Q. — Means  for  Preventing  the  Mortality  in  Childbirth  and 
in  Infancy. 

I have  carefully  supervised  the  work  of  the  Midwives  residing  in  this 
District  and  have  embodied  the  chief  facts  connected  with  the  Administration  of 
the  Midwives  Act,  1902,  in  a Keport  which  is  sent  to  the  County  Council  who  act 
as  the  Authority  under  the  Act. 

The  Notification  of  Births  Act  1907,  has  not  been  adopted  in  this  District, 
but  the  Council  on  the  10th  of  November  last,  passed  the  following  resolution  : — 

“ That  the  Clerk  communicate  with  the  Cheshire  County  Council  that 
the  Hoole  Urban  Council  is  willing  to  adopt  the  Act,  if  a joint 

“ arrangement  could  be  made  with  the  adjoining  districts,  whereby  the 

“ expense  necessary  to  its  effectual  working  might  be  minimized.” 

If  a trained  nurse  could  be  provided  for  the  Districts  of  Hoole  and  N ewton  to 
combine  the  duties  of  a district  sick  nurse  with  the  visiting  work  that  would  be 
necessary  under  the  Notification  of  Births  Act  the  difficulty  would  be  solved,  and 
a great  boon  conferred  upon  the  working  classes  of  the  neighbourhood.  Great 
vigilance  was  exercised  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  and  the  men  working  under 
him  during  the  summer  weather  in  the  removal  of  house,  stable  and  other  refuse. 
There  were  very  few  cases  of  Zymotic  Diarrhoea,  and  only  one  death  was 
certified  as  due  to  it. 

H. — Vital  Statistics  of  the  District. 

I have  estimated  the  Population  of  the  whole  district  as  5,964  (allowing 
5 per  house  for  the  seven  new  hoi  ses  occupied  since  the  census  of  1911),  and 
that  of  Hoole  Proper  as  5,497  (this  total  being  obtained  by  deducting  46/,  the 
average  population  of  the  Chester  Workhouse  during  the  year,  apart  from 
Officials  and  the  Inmates  who  belong  to  the  Uroan  District  of  Hoole).  During 
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the  year  there  were  130  deaths  registered  as  having  occurred  in  the  district, 
which  is  equivalent  to  a rate  per  thousand  of  22  for  the  whole  of  the  district, 
including  the  Workhouse,  this  being  less  than  last  year,  when  it  was  24 *2,  and 
considerably  less  than  the  average  for  the  past  5 years.  The  “Nett  deaths’’ 
belonging  to  the  di-trict  numbered  61,  equivalent  to  a death  rale  of  11  per  1,000, 
which  is  lower  than  last  year,  and  slightly  lower  than  the  average  for  the  past 
5 years.  Of  these  61  deaths,  14  were  over  65  years  of  age,  and  13  were  under 
1 year.  There  were  5 deaths  from  Bronchitis,  5 from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis, 
and  6 from  Heart  Disease.  Two  were  certified  as  due  to  Diphtheria.  The 
death  rate  for  children  under  1 year  was  90-9  per  1,000  births.  Of  the  13  deaths 
recorded,  3 only  lived  a few  hours,  and  6 others  were  under  3 months.  Three 
of  the  deaths  were  due  to  Bronchitis,  and  two  to  Pneumonia. 

Birth  Rate. 

The  number  of  Births  registered  during  the  year  that  belonged  to  Hoole 
Proper  was  143,  which  is  equivalent  to  a Birth  Kate  of  i6,  which  is  higher  than 
last  year,  when  it  was  23-5,  and  slightly  higher  than  the  average  for  the  past  5 
years.  Of  the  143  births  registered,  one  was  illegitimate. 

Inquests. 

A Coroner’s  enquiry  was  found  necessary  in  8 cases  during  the  year,  the 
cause  of  death  being  returned  as  follows: — 

Feb.  16th — Shock  and  Laryngitis,  from  taking  a quantity  of  Ammonia  (Male) 

aged  41  years. 

April  25th — Erysipelas  following  an  injury  to  the  finger  (female),  aged  54  years. 

June  30th — Hypostatic  congestion  of  the  lungs,  following  a fracture  of  the  right 

thigh  (female),  aged  77  years. 

August  11th — Exhaustion  from  Delirimum  Tremens,  the  result  of  excessive 

drinking  (male)  aged  46  years. 

October  4th — Shock  and  Haemorrhage  due  to  injuries  to  the  Chest  wall  and  lungs 

by  being  run  over  by  a coal  lurry  (male)  aged  24  years. 
October  4th — Heart  Failure  following  Cerebral  Haemorrhage  (male)  aged37 years.
